(1) Those data confirm previous information furnished by numerous vp deserters, 
according to whom a Kasernierte Volks oolizoi division is being organized in 
the Torgelow area* The stated wartime T/0 strength of 13,0X to 20,000 men 
is too high* It is therefore believed that this figure refers to all the 7P 
units quartered in the Tor go 1 ow-g g go s in area. Two divisions are probably- 
activated in this area* 

(2) This information confirms previous reports according to which a total of 
3,200 Volkspolizei were quartered in Prenzlau in early October 19^2* However, 
the Volkspolizei quartered in the barracks installation on Alsen Stras so 
allegedly are an independent unit directly assigned to the Armec Oruppo Jord 
in Pasewalk and not to KVPD 1213* The unit comprises infantry, artillery, 
tank, SP gun and engineer elements and possibly is a cadre unit charged." mth 
the organization of an additional division* According to ini ori.iation~ furnished 
by other sources, V?

(ii ) The large nunl>©r of ^oviot advisors anc instructors aopoars credible* Prior 
to the summer of 195>2, Kasernierte Volkspolizei units were only oquvned with 
a few samples of Soviet weapons which wore adequate for limited training 
activities* The extensive arms shipraentc observed since August would o©r:fot 
tne l roadoning of the scope of the training activities. The number of Gen an 
instructors available v/ith Kasernierte Volkspolizei units was inadequate for 
tne3o now training missions, particularly as a high percentage of these units 
consisted of recruits who had only received basic' infantry training and had 
not had army training vtith special weapons*
